ville Ave. Mayor John Hamm 
said on Friday they expected 
to put up another five or six 
that day. 

In ali, the city is considering 
the action — allowed by state 
statutes — on about 10 proper- 
ties. 

If the owners do not take 
action in court to stop the city, 
in 30 days the city will have 
the right to demolish the 
home- 

“T’m sure we’ll have it down 
before dark on the 3ist day,’’ 
Hamm said at the meeting. 

Hamm said the measure 
would be used on houses where 
the owner could not be found 
or are uncooperative 

He said many of the homes 
are constantly broken into, and 


are.dangerous or fire hazards. 
“I saw a concrete block with 
a dog chain and food set out 
where someone had been hous- 
ing a dog (at the Collisnville 
Avenue house),’’ he said 


Since the spring, the city has 
been very aggressive in demol- 
ishing abandoned and dilapi- 
dated houses. So far, 34 homes 
have been torn down, most 
with the permission of the 
owners or by the city taking 
over the property. 

The council also approved 
seeking bids for several par- 
cels of property owned by the 
city 

Two lots were approved, and 
a third lot is expected to be 
voted on at the next council 
meeting. 

Approved lots are located on 
Fourth Street and Madison

you are 55 or older in the year 
you retire, you can begin tak- 
ing distributions without pay- 
ing a penalty.

Once you start, however, you 
must continue receiving the 
payments until age 59%, or for

* Too Late or Too Little. 
When you reach age 70%, you 
must begin receiving a mini- 
mum amount from your retire- 
ment accounts each - year 
based on your life expectancy 
If you withdraw less than this 
amount, the IRS will impose a 
50 percent penalty on the dif- 
ference between the required 
minimum -and the actual 
amount you receive. This is 
the ‘‘minimum distribution 
penalty.” 

You do have choices for cal- 
culating life expectancy, and 
this can make a big difference 
in your required minimum dis- 
tribution. Check with your 
financial professional before 
you decide. After you begin

If you're still employed after 
age 70% and do not own the 
majority of the organization 
you work for, you are not 
required to take distributions 
from your 401k account or oth- 
er company plans.

capital to buy even 80 acres at 
today’s prices,’’ Moss says. 
“For many people, this money 
isn’t available or is being used 
for college tuition, a new room 
addition, or other purposes.’’ 

“This is why many individu- 
als who have recently inherit- 
ed land decide to sell. They 
place a higher priority on oth- 
er investments and view farm- 
land “as an asset they can 
quickly convert to cash.’’ 

Today’s land buyers 
shouldn’t look at property as a 
speculative means to becoming 
rich quickly, said Moss 
“Farmland has not and never 
will be that type of invest- 
ment,’’ he says. ‘‘Owners 
should be patient and recog- 
nize the farm for its economic 
and its non-economic values.’”

After spending several decades working and saving, 
many people start thinking about dream vacations, new 
hobbies or just spending some quality time on the sofa when 
they approach retirement age. 

‘Thanks to corporate downsizing and other cost-cutting 
measures, however, some older employees find themselves 
out on the street long before they originally plan to retire. 

Other people who stopped working years ago to marry 
and raise children ran into financial problems when the 
breadwinner of the family passed away before retirement 

Older individuals in any of these situations who need to 
or want to work do have employment options, however 

"I try to find jobs for people in their 70's," said Karen 
Bono, senior employment coordinator for the Mid-East Area 
Agency ‘on Aging. “I have one lady in her 80's who wants to 
work." 

To find work, older job seekers may need to reacquaint 
themselves with the job search process, which includes 
cover letters, resumes and follow-up phone calls. 

"It's really best not to use a chronological resume,"’ Bono 
said. "Use one that highlights the number of years of experi 
ence and not the actual calendar years worked." 

Years of experience doesn't necessarily mean experience 
on the job, however. Many "life experiences" translate well 
onto a resume 

“Just because you didn't get paid for it doesn’t mean you 
don't have experience,‘ Bono said. "Stay-at-home moms 
have done a lot of things such as volunteer work that can be 
described as a skill." 

"If you were a treasurer of the Junior League, you han- 
dled a lot of funds. This is a skill that can be transferred to 
a small business," she said 

Employes normally interview only those applicants who 
show the right qualifications on their resumes.
